[National Crop Improvement Servlc*.] 


LACK rust on wheat stems 
B lives over the winter, but can- 


not attack grain until it lives 


through another stage upon Bom* 
other kind of plant. 


The barberry bush is the most 


dangerous of all of these plants. 


The weather does not cause plant 


rusts, although there is a popular 
belief that it does, but the rapidity 
with which rust spreads depends 
upon weather which Is damp and 
muggy. 


There nre few grain fields in the 


Middle West which are more than 
25 miles from n barberry" plant. 
The effect of a single barberry bush 
could extend to grain fields miles 
away because the rust can spread 
from the - bushes to the nearby 
grnsses or grains and then in turn 
to the other grains :iml grasses. 


If w« do not eradicate the bar- 


berry bush, we may never be aL * 
to grow spring wheat, 


How to Tell It. 


The 
common barberry 
either 


with (freen or purple leiues, is the 
dangerous one. 
The smut spores 


can be seen in little red blisters 
during this stage iiu'l they are 
nearly always present. It Is ft tall, 
erect shrub, 
often as much as 


twelve feet high. The burk is* gray- 
ish in color and there nre sharp 
thorns or spines along the stem 
just under each leaf uxll, usually 
in groups of three, although some- 
times only one or two. 


The leaves grow out of the stem 


in clusters. The leaf is something 
like a rose leaf, the sharp sawteeth 
pointing forward with a sticker at 
the end of each tooth. The flow- 
ers in the spring are yellow, but 
the berries are red in long, droop- 
ing bunches, like those of cur- 
rants, shaped like a small capsule * 
nnd usually stay on the plants all 
winter. 


The farm bureau, the boys' and 


girls' clubs, the bankers' associa- 
tions, the commercial clubs and all 
other 
organizations 
should 
give 


this 
matter 
serious 
attention.
